Rapist can’t go back to school 


Judge orders teen held until 
psychiatric exam conducted

A Brighton teen sentenced to 45 days in ju- 
venile detention in a rape case involving three 
middle school girls will not be allowed to return 
to school where his victims attend and will re- 


main in custody pending a psychiatric evalua- 
tion and safety plan, a juvenile court referee 
ruled Monday. 

The boy’s 45-day sentence was up Monday 
— he is in a youth center — but Livingston 
County Juvenile Court Referee Chelsea Thom- 

— the same referee who sentenced him — 
concluded he is not ready to be released and 
still needs a psychiatric evaluation. One is set 
for Wednesday, though it is not yet known 
when the boy will be released.

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Another Conyers accuser comes forward

WASHINGTON - Another former staff em- 
ployee of U.S. Rep. John Conyers, D-Detroit, 
came forward late Monday to publicly accuse 
the congressman of sexual harassment, saying 
he once slid his hand up her skirt in church. 

Attorney Lisa Bloom, who is representing 
Marion Brown, the former staffer who first ac- 
cused Conyers, 88, of sexual harassment, on 


Monday night made public an affidavit from El- 
isa Grubbs making many of the same accusa- 
tions. 

Conyers, who is being called on by many of 
his Democratic colleagues to resign, is expect- 
ed to have an announcement about his future 
at 10:15 a.m. Tuesday in Detroit. 

In Grubbs’ statement, she says she worked 
in various roles for Conyers for some 12 years,

Gilbert’s 
firm buys

Billionaire businessman Dan Gilbert has 
added yet another downtown Detroit proper- 
ty to his collection: the Buhl Building. 

Bedrock, Gilbert’s real estate firm, an- 
nounced Monday that it has purchased the 
ornate 27-story office tower at 535 Griswold 
St., as well as an adjoining 652-space parking 
garage. The sale price was not disclosed. 

The Buhl Building dates to 1925 and was 
designed in Romanesque and neo-Gothic 
styles by architect Wirt Rowland. It has 57 
tenants, including offices for SMART bus ser- 
vice and the Michigan Attorney Grievance 
Commission. Domino’s Pizza has a carryout 
location on the ground floor. 

Gilbert’s Bedrock is the biggest private 
property owner in downtown Detroit, with
